On MacArthur’s Authority.

Stimson said he was “frankly 
eurprised” at statements credited 
to Gen. MacArthur’s spokesman in 
Australia that the General’s au- 
thority had not been fully defined. 

‘Tempest in Teapot.’ 

He termed “a tempest in a tea- 
pot” what he described as a flur- 
ry resulting from the statement. 

“From the very beginning, when 
the President authorized Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s transfer from the Philip- 
pines to Australia, there had never 
been a moment’s question that he 
would have the over-all strategic 
command in that area,” Stimson 
said. 

“The Australians and the Dutch 
have been warmly co-operative 
from the beginning, but there have 
been details. to’ work out,” he

Stimson said whether. New Zea- 
land was included in MacArthur’s 
command was a “military secret.”

Text of Statement. | 


The text of Stimson’s statement: 

“You will remember that I told 
you right after the attack on Pearl 
Harbor that a dictator could al- 
ways get the jump on a democracy 
in the first stages of a war. I 
think I even told you then that 
things would probably get worse 
before they got better. But I told 
you at the same time that in the 
later stages of the war when the 
strain began to be felt by all par- 
ties, a democracy could be count- 
ed on to show greater strength 
than an autocracy and would pull 
down its enemy by sheer endurance 
and unbreakable morale. 

“T also told you some months ago 
that the only way we could finish 
this war would be by taking the 
offensive and bringing the war 
home to our enemies and that i 
was in favor of doing it as soon 
as we could. 

“IT have no doubt that a good 
many of you have been troubled 
by the length of time it seemed to 
take before the United States could 
assume the initiative in this war. 

“But I want to say to you today

Darlan’s appointment as supreme

Darlan’s position is now similar 
to that of Gen. Maxime Weygand 
before. he was put under the vice- 
premier’s authority in August last 
year.

DENTZ REPORTED 
IN NEW CABINET

FEDERAL TREASURY DEBT 
NOW MORE THAN 70 BILLION

its total debt has climbed past 70 
billion dollars.

The determined assault by a 
large force of bombers on the south 
coast town was the first large-scale 
raid on a British city in several 
|months. The attack lasted about 
two honurs. 

German bombers flew over in 
successive waves, but were met 
by fierce anti-aircraft fire which 
kept them at such a height that 
few explosives fell within the city 
itself. Many bombs fell on the 
beaches and other open lands. 
Early this morning German planes 
dropped bombs also at a west 
country town and roared away be- 
fore ground guns could come into 
action. British fighters, however, 
shot down a Nazi bomber off the 
east coast. | 

This afternoon enemy aircraft 
dropped bombs at two places on 
the southwest coast, injuring a 
number of persons and causing 
some damage. One bomber was 
shot down. 

Lorient, Le Havre Raided. 

The Nazi submarine base at 
Lorient and the docks at Le Havre 
were the targets of British night 
bombers, and enemy air fields in 
Holland and Northern France of 
nent fighters, the Air Ministry 
said. 


Two bombers were lost, it said; 
but the Germans also lost a bomb- 
er which was intercepted in the 
attack on one of their air fields. 

A British report that suddenly 
changing weather halted R.A. F. 
attacks on Germany last night indi- 
cated the night operations were 
on a smaller scale than the recent 
heavy air thrusts. The weather 
over the Dover Strait today wag 
fine with visibility of more than 
three miles. 

(The Berlin radio, however, re- 
ported last night that British planes 
again had attacked Western Ger- 
many.) 

The numbers in the morning 
raids indicated that the sweeps 
were as large as yesterday’s assault 
by more than 400 British planes.

A Daily Express writer said yes 
terday’s British air striking, force 
of 400 planes was “almost enough 
to take on plane for plane every 
German fighter in Western Eu- 
rope.”

“All the ministers and secre- 
taries of state placed their port- 
folios at the disposal of the Chief 
of State. 
we; “Marshal Petain thanked Ad- 

yimiral Darlan and the secretaries 
of state for the devoted help 
which they had given him in the 
grave circumstances through 
which the country is passing.” 

Reports on Laval’s New. Role. 

(Reports in London said the 
meeting was Petain’s farewell as 
presiding officer of the Vichy Cab- 
inet. Although it had been pre 
sumed that he would remain as a 
figurehead in the Government 
even though actual power went to 
Laval, the advices through Lon- 
don were that Laval, as the new 
premier, would replace him. 

(Swiss reports said yesterday 
that Laval had become the “chief 
of the Government,” ag contrasted 
to Petain’s leadership of the State, 
and also Minister of Interior .in 
which capacity he would direct 
French police activities, It was 
said then that only formal 4an- 
nouhcement remained to effect 
this change.)

He drove his automobile to the 
base to try and take part in the 
action, but the Japanese planes 
were just disappearing ware he 
got there. 


Severd] weeks later his patrol | 
plane encountered a lone Japanese | 
pursuit ship. Thus far that is En- 
sign Davis’ only action in‘ the air. 
“He came in on our tail and our 
rear gunner opened up with small 
caliber machine guns,” he recalled. 

“I got a funny feeling when I 
saw him coming after us. It was 
the first experience of the sort any 
of our fellows had ever. had. But 
I ‘didn’t worry long when I saw 
what our gunner was doing to the 
enemy. He was pouring: a stream 
of bullets right into him, and the 
Jap never got close enough to fire 
effectively at us,” Ensign Davis 
continued. 


“Our patrol planes are not in-. 
tended to do much fighting, so I 
turned away into a cloud. He spot- 
ted us again several minutes later, 
and acted as though he were going 
to try to get us. Our guns started 
back into action, and finally ‘he 
gave up and flew away.” : )

. Ensign Davis:reported that when 
he left his squadron, the officers 
and men asked him to “tell them 
at home we're anxious to fight, but 
we need more and better planes 
and equipment.”

“They're not cross-eyed or any- 
thing, although I have seen some 
very lousy bombing they have 
done,” he. said. “Their ‘newer 
planes are very good, fast and 
heavily gunned and armored.”

They have ohly a 
knife and a box of matches to 
do it. 


‘Make Germans Jumpy.’ 


“They certainly. make the Ger- 
mans jumpy. One night a party of 
Germans were riding their bicycles 
on their way to take over duty in 
one of their concrete defense posts. 
They were laughing and talking as 
they free-wheeled down a hill with 
a bend in it. As they rounded that 
bend, a burst of fire from a tommy 
gum greeted them. Not one of 
them finished his ride. Now just 
imagine the feelings of other Ger- 
man bitycle patrols and reliefs 
when the story spread around, And 
they certainly do spread around.”

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ST. LOUIS NEEDS RENT CONTROL. - 
Mayor Becker's decision to appoint a Rent Control, 
Commission is the first official step toward correct- 
ing a situation that for months has been growing 
steadily worse. Such a commission may be helpful 
in calling public attention to cases of exorbitant 
rents, but it will have no legal authority to enforce 
its recommendations. It is quite possible that more 
drastic methods will be necessary before fair and 
uniform rent scales can be estab'ished. 

There are two obvious explanations ‘for Tens in- 
creases in the St. Louis area: 

(1) The influx of population becayse of the war- 
plant boom. The Chamber of Commerce estimates 
that 60,000 people have moved into the city and 
county, and 15,000 into St. Clair County, IIl. 

(2) The reduced number of vacant dwelling units. 
A Postoffice survey of last September, tabulated by 
the Real Hstate Exchange, showed a vacancy per- 
centage of 2.62 in the city and county. A survey in 
October by the WPA Division of Research showed 
that only 2 per cent of all dwelling units were 
vacant. Housing experts find that when vacancies 
fall below 5 per cent, a critical point is reached, for 
the renter then has no normal-choice of a home, and 
scarcity without controls sends prices upward. 
Complete and up-to-date figures are impossible to 
obtain, for there is no clearing house or reporting 
agency for all rents. The rates are determined in 
thousands of individual transactions between tenants 
and landlords or agents. However, indications are 
that for the area as a whole, the average increase 
has thus far been moderate. 

The Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics shows an 
average increase of 2.9 points in St. Louis rents be- 
tween Jan. 15, 1941, and Feb. 15, 1941. Among indus- 
trial cities, this is lower than the figure for Hartford, 
Conn., for instance, and higher than that for Pitts- 
burgh. It is likely, however, that many increases 
have occurred in St. Louis since Feb. 15. 

This moderate if incomplete figure does not mean 
that no action need be taken. It does mean that 
there is still time to act before the upward trend 
gets out of control. 

The rise in costs that property owners must meet 
obviously entitles them to ask moderate increases in 
renta. St. Louis landlords as a whole have not en- 
gaged in profiteering. But there is a minority, es- 
pecially among those renting to wage earners, who 
have imposed exorbitant rates. The danger signal is 
not in the all-over percentage, but in the individual 
instances of hardship from excessive increases that 
are being reported with more and more frequency. 
The letter published in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion today is a moving example of the distress 
that is caused by undue increases in rents. A 
survey of local agencies discloses many instances of 
rises that are out of all reason. A few of them follow: 


Of 60 dwellings renting from $10 to $19 a 
month, checked in a cross-section survey by the 
St. Louis League of Women Shoppers, 16 re- 
ported increases averaging 30.9 per cent. 

Two mothers, each with a child, are paying $9 
a week for a furnished room. Last,year, similar 
rooms in the same section rented for $5 and $6. 

A family’s rent for two furnished rooms has 
been increased from $7 to $14 a week in the last 
five months. The family has just received notice 
of another $2 increase. 

In the southwestern part of the city, the Provi- 
dent Association finds furnished rooms in poor 
condition, which rented for $3.50 a week last 
year, now renting for $5. 

A family occupying an $18-a-month flat re- 
ceived notice of an increase to $22 and decided 
to move. After a long search, they took a 
poorly furnished light-housekeeping room and 
closet kitchenette, with no window or running 
water, for $6 a week. A year ago, a similar room 
in the same house rented for $3 a week. 

Of 130 tenants checked by the Co-operative 
Civic Association, a Negro organization, 52 re- 
ported increases since last April, ranging from 
50 cents to $10 a month, an average of 14 per 
cent. One increase was from $7 a month to $17; 
another from $14 to $22.50. 

A labor union group reported increases by all, 
with 17 to 20 per cent as the median. 

The St. Louis Consumer Information Center in 
15 days received 151 complaints of rent increases. 
These showed an average rise of 20.3 per cent in 
dwellings renting for less than $50 a month. 

The depressing catalogue could be continued at 
great length, but that is unnecessary. The point is 
this: while the record of St. Louis landlords is gen- 
erally good, there should not be even one instance of 
rent profiteering, any more than the country should 
tolerate even one instance of war-contract profiteer- 
ing of the Jack & Heintz type. 

That is the objective of Federal rent control as 
rstated by Leon Henderson, Price Administrator, last 
month when he designated 20 defense-rental areas 
and made them subject to control. Mr. Henderson 
said: “Those landlords who have profiteered will be 
forced to restore rents to reasonable levels. Those 
landlords who have not taken advantage of abnormal 
conditions have nothing to fear.”

IS THE PRESIDENT “RIGHT? 
It is reliably reported that President Roosevelt, 


rejected both the sales tax and enforced savings as 
revenue-raising devices. Both have support in Wash- 
ington, although the Secretary of the Treasury. is 
dead set against them. 

It is easy enough to make a case against the sales 
tax. Its weight falle heaviest on those least able to 
bear it.

As for enforced savings, the very adjective is dis- 
tasteful in a free country. Theoretically, the citizens 
of a democracy are aware of the needs as well as the 
advantages of their government, and ready to sup 
port it in full measure. Also theoretically, the in- 
troduction of compulsion in any degree makes a 
government to that degree less democratic and more 7 
“dictatorial.” 
Thus, in the perfect democracy, there would be no 
thought of compulsory saving. It would be both un- 
necessary and undesirable. The question is whether 
the American people come close enough to perfection 
in this connection.

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THE CHERRY NOW. 

Peach trees and the plums have lifted their blos- 
soms and perfume and it is not yet time for the 
apples to turn themselves into pink-tinted’ bouquets.

HOW THE BOYS ON TOP ARE DOING. 

Leave the lower brackets for a moment and get up 
into the economic stratosphere. Not only the union 
man these days has occasionally put a few more 
dollars in his overalls; in the rarefied atmosphere, 
the president of the firm has managed to divert an 
extra 10 or 20 thousand himself. 

The House Naval Committee, which is investigating 
executive pay of corporations working on war con- 
tracts, found very sizable increases in some cases. 
The officers of one such firm, for instance, got 375 
per cent more pay in 1940 than they did in 1938, be- 
fore the war program went into full swing. 

Eugene Grace, president of Bethlehem Steel, didn’t 
do quite that well, but he got a boost. In 1938, he 
was struggling along on $567,000 a year, and in 1940, 
the stipend was boosted to $776,000. Then take R. 
H. Dunham; his efforts in behalf of Hercules Powder 
Co., which he heads, brought only $55,000 into his 
till in 1938, In 1940, the pay check read $117,000. 

The House committee’s figures may not be all- 
inclusive. Indeed, they do not pretend to be. Here 
and there, there may be an executive, his firm hard 
at work on Government contracts, who has actually 
taken a cut. But by and large, the executives have 
been doing okay, thank you, even without time and a 
half. 
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VOTE SLACKERS IN THE ILLINOIS PRIMARY. 

The Illinois primary should be a warning for the 
entire country. Prédccupation with war work, with 
spring farming, with still other things, resulted in a 
startling decrease in the Illinois vote. Although 
there are more than 4,000,000 eligible voters, only 
about 1,800,000 went to their polling places, This 
was 500,000 fewer than in the primary two years 
ago and 700,000 fewer than in the 1938 primary. 

These voters would protest violently if the right of 
franchise were taken from them. Yet what right 
have they to it if they do not use it? 
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: FOR A NEW GERMAN RACE. 
. Earnest Hooton, Harvard’s noted collector of ape 
skulls, is out with another bright idea—as usual, 
sure-fire headline stuff. His latest gift to the race 
is a plan for getting rid of war by getting rid of the 
Germans. 

The learned anthropologist has come to the con- 
clusion that they ought to be dispersed over the 
face of the earth, dispersed so widely that no would- 
be Hitler of the future could get together even a 
squad.

A Letter Received by the St. Louis Consumer Information Center. 


AM greatly interested in the recent ar- 
| ticle in the Post-Dispatch reporting a 

rent survey in our community, and 
earnestly hope that your efforts will help 
those of. us who are enduring the hardships 
of unwarranted and unjust increases, 

Since November, 1939, we have lived in 
this house, It went begging for weeks at 
$35 per month, at which price it had been 
rented to a former tenant for over three 
years. Because of our references from our 
former landlord of seven years, and because 
we have no children, the owner offered it to 
us for $32.50, 

The house was in terrific. shape from 
abuse and lack of care, We spent many 
dollars, and worked for weeks painting, re- 
pairing and improving. Did a $55 paint, or 
rather enamel, job of the entire interior. 
Made an attractive, comfortable home out 
of it. 

The owner, who lives out of town, came 
to see it a few months after we came in and 
seemed delighted at the change we had 
wrought, thanked us profusely, and said he 
considered himself most fortunate in having 
us for tenants. 

Last November, he wrote us that our rent, 
beginning Dec. 22, would be increased $2.50, 
a total of $35. We paid without even pro- 
testing, as we knew that had been the for- 
mer price, and having spent so much time 
and effort to make it what we wanted, we 
hated to move. 

But 60 days later (that is, Feb. 23), he 
wrote again, and this time the raise was 
$10, or a total of $45, as against $32.50 in 
the first two years, That is an increase of 
about 37 per cent. 

My husband is only a salesman and his 
income does not permit any such rent, 
which we told the owner when we rented it. 
Our budget called for $30, but we cut cor- 
ners and paid $32.50 and made sacrifices 
and paid $35, Forty-five dollars is out of 
the question. 

We cannot find anything now. I am a 
semi-invalid; must have fresh air and also 


transportation. A city flat is out of the 
question, and that is all we have found. We 
run up mileage on the precious, irreplace- 
able tires that mean our bread and butter, 
hunting and hunting. No success. 

I wrote to Leon Henderson in Washing- 
ton, also to Mr. Young, Director of REA, 
being under the impression that he, too, 
had authority on such matters. I received 
replies to both letters and encouragement 
in each, that something might be done. 

Now, news of the survey gives me re- 
newed hope, and I shall watch most anx- 
iously for results. 

We, the middle-class people, whe can 80 
ill afford added expenses, are bearing a ter- 
rific burden. Hvery single item we buy is 
higher in price, and our incomes are not 
advancing proportionately. 

For taxes, and for all added ‘expenses that 


go into the defense of our nation, we pay. 
gladly and willingly, to the utmost penny, 


only regretting that we can do so little. 
But to ‘feed the greed of these un-American 
Shylocks ready to turn people into the 
street—well, unless you've experienced it 
yourself, you cannot appreciate the burning, 
bitter resentment it arouses. For one’s 
work and effort and money, we lose out, 
and see a greedy landlord reap the benefit. 

He says he can get $50, so no doubt that 
will be hié next demand. I sincerely hope 


and pray you can and will do something 


quickly, for we, and many like us, need 
help and need it badly. 

Everywhere, on every side, we hear of in- 
creased rents, but I know of none so pro- 
portionately high as our own, and no one 
less able to pay it than we. If we stay on 
at $45, perhaps $50, or even more, we must 
give up every pleasure, even our church 
membership, to which we pledge $60 a year, 
and cut our daily expenses still further, in- 
cluding food, although I don’t see how I 
can cut any more.

MOST OF THESE cases of der. 
matitis on the hands of housewives 
are due to some sort of contact 
with some object that they have to 
handle in housekeeping. The way 
then is usually watery pimples on 
the back of the fingers and the 
hands, For some reason or other it 
tends to improve in warm weather 
and is better or worse according to 
the degree and frequency of ex. 
posure to irritating substances, 
Many of these cases are called 
ringworm and are unsatisfactorily 
treated as such. 

It may be a rug with some kind 
of dust in it, or something used in 
cooking to which the housewife is 
sensitive. Most of the cases, how- 
ever, are due to some kind of soap 
or the over use of soaps. Most peo- 
ple in the latter decades of life 
wash their hands too often with 

‘g0ap anyway, and this causes dry- 
ing and defatting of the skin which 
leads to eczema and the invasion 
of bacteria into the skin. Medi- 
cated soaps may contain some sub- 
stances which will produce this 
hypersensitive reaction. 

Soaps are by definition metallic 
salts of high fatty acid content,

pelled to make a curtain speech. 
After a few gracious remarks 
about the way the audience had 
received him, he concluded: “In 
this uncut version I wanted to 
show people that ‘Hamlet’ really is 
a stirring drama and not a study 
in dyspepsia.” 

That one sentence is the tipoff 
to the Evans’ technique, the clue 
to the recipe he follows in the 
serving of all Shakespeare, and the 
answer to how during the past 
five years he has established the 
reputation of staging the most 
successful bout with the Bard of 


Avon yet to be recorded in Amer-. 


ican theatrical history. 

Now touring in Will Shake- 
Speare’s dagger-drama, “Macbeth,” 
scheduled: to open Monday night 


at the American Theater in St. 


Louis, Evans has. clicked four 
times in the past five years with 
his revivals of “Richard II,” “Hen- 
ry IV,” the full-length 
and now “Macbeth.” - Every pro- 
duction broke all previous records 
in this country for length’ of run. 
“Macbeth,” which had a pretty dis- 
mal record on Broadway before, 
grossed $240,000 in a 16-week run. 
And statisticians estimate that the 
astute Evans, in facing American 
audiences, a few more than 1200 
times in Shakespeare, including 
last year’s “Twelfth Night” with 
Helen Hayes, has played to a gross 
business of better than $2,500,000. 

Here in Indianapolis, where 
Evans is playing to standing-room- 
only business, the 40-year-old 
Shakespearean actor today fre- 
duced his magic formula for 
Shakespearean success to just 
this: “Take out the bookishness; 
don’t bore the audience with em- 
broidery.” 

Of “Macbeth,” the two-and-one- 
half-century old blood-and-thunder 
drama now being offered in the 
Evans style, the down-to-earth 
actor says: “There’s a tremendous 
parallel between the deeds of vio- 
lence of those ancient Scots and 
of the mustachioed Mr. Schickel 
gruber. It’s swell fare for today’s 
audiences.” 

That’s another key to the Evans’ 
success. He plays Shakespeare as 
if the old boy were a modern 
dramatist. Or, as he, himself, puts 
it in his melodious voice and pre- 
cise English: “To hell with all that 
talk about respect for tradition.” 

The present chapter of the suc- 
cess story of Maurice Evans be- 
gins back in 1935. He was at that 
time with the Old Vic company in 
London, just rounding out a chap- 
ter of British theatrical success.

At the Old Vic he was spotted 
by the American producer Guthrie 
McClintic, who approached him 
with an offer to come to America 
and tour in “Romeo and Juliet” 
with Mrs. McClintic..:’

‘in. kind of a panic, trying to iden- - 


tify _Mrs. McClintic. Trotting 
around America with a Mrs. Mc- 
Clintic didn’t sound very inviting 
to me, so I hedged graciously until 
McClintic casually added, ‘You 
know—she’s Katharine Cornell.’”. 

As Romeo to Miss Cornell’s 
Juliet and as the Dauhpin to her 
Joan of Arc, Evans was an instan- 
taneous hit with American audi- 
ences. In 1936 he turned up with 
his only American flop, “St. 
Helena,” Back: on the Shakespear- 
ean reservation in 1937, Evans be- 
came producer-manager-star with 
his revival of “Richard II,” start- 
ing a ball rolling that today has 
brought him the reputation of be- 
ing the man who made Shake- 
speare into swell theater and 
turned the works of the Bard of 
Avon into big business.

VANS likes to recall how he 
came by the cash with which to 
become his own producer and it 
is a story, he says, that proves 
that Americans are the most ex- 
traordinary people in the world. 
“It was after we closed ‘St. 
Helena’,” he explains. “I: hadn’t 
any idea what I would do next, 
but one day I received a letter 
from a total stranger saying he 
had admired my work in the play 
and. asking me if I would get in 
touch with him. I went to see 
him at his hotel and soon found 


myself talking about vague plans I . 


had up my sleeve to produce

thought it would cost to produce 
the play. I said I thought I could 
do it for 30 thousand dollars.

Evans took the $25,000, imported 
Margaret Webster from London to 
stage the play and engaged David 
Ffolkes to design the costumes.

At the other table South was a 
better player. On the five of clubs 
opening he had no particular rea- 
son for ducking in dummy, since 
it was perfectly obvious that West 
would not have underplayed the 
K Q J of clubs. Nevertheless, the 
thought passed South’s mind that 
it might be advisable to prevent 
later communication between the 
East and West hands. Hence, to 
take out East’s only probable en- 
try card, declarer ducked the first 
club lead. East won, but could 
make no return that would em- 
barrass declarer. As it happened, 
he chose to return a spade on the 
remote chance that West might be 
able to ruff. Declarer won with the 
ace and led a low heart. West 
hopped up with the king, but now 
had no means of putting East on 
lead to get a spade ruff. The con- 
tract became a laydown.
